l. As has been remuarked by the com-
wentantors, and as is apparent to eareful
reniders, it wounld seem Lthat some notion
of the week of seven days was ourrent
smong the people whose history is re-
corded 10 very early times, that is to
| suy, at a date long preceding Mosos or
any of the books written by him.  The
proof of this is o be found in sueh
passages as the following: Genesis,
| xxix., 27, where Jucob is desired by
| Luban o “fultill her weok,” that s
‘lmuu’a woek, in order that he might

also receive Rachel.  The week appenrs
to expross the time given up o nuptial
festivitiea So afterward in Judges,
xiv., where Samson speaks of “‘the
seven days of the foust.” So also on
| the  cecasion of the death of Jacob,
Joseph *'made a mourning for his father
soven daya.”  (Genesis, L, 10.) Bt
“neither of these Inslances, suy more
than Noah's procsdure in the ark, yo
further than showing the custom of ob-
serving a term of seven days for any
observance of importance™ They do
not prove that the whole year or the
| whole month was thus divided at all
times and without regard o remark-
abie sventa, They do not indeed prove
this, but they suggest the division as
common and familinr and in some early
wirind recognized ns an  institution.
¥ hen, therefore, the children of lsrael
went down to Egvpt for what proved 1w
be a very long sojourn in that country
they possibly were familiar with the
practice of dividing time by weoks, and
at all events the notion of seven days as
a convenlent poition of time for the
aflairs of life would not secm altoget her
strange to them It is excesdingly
probable that un arriving in Egvpt they
found the wevk established by the prac-
tice of the country. It will be observed
that it was in Egypt thatJoseph mourn-
ed soven days for Jucob; and it is pos-
sible, though there seeiis to be no necvs-
sity to assume the fact, that in so doing
he was conforming to the costom of the
country, as he \h& with regard o the
embalming and chesiing of his father’s
remains.  But  independuntly of any
such consideration, it would seem high-
ly probable that the lsravities found
themselves in Egypt among a people
who divided the time by weeks of sevoen
dave. We know that they did so at a
later period; why might they not have
commenced as early as before the so-
joarn of the Israclites? The Egvptians
were, in fact, a people very likely 1o be
advanced in such & matter as this;
order and government, both ecclesiasti-
eal and eivil, were undoubtedly in a re-
markable state of perfection at the time
to which reference s now made, and it
would seem much more probable than
otherwise that 8o convenient an institu-
tion as the subdivision of the month
into short periods had already been
established. It may be noted with
reference to the number seven and (s
recoguition in some form or another as
a speoial number among the Egvptians,
that we have incidental evidence in the

How Knife-Blades are Made,

e

The blades of the very cheap pocket-
gnives are punched in dies from sheet
steel, but thosze for first-clase pocket-
cutlery are hand-forged, a good work-
ingman being able to forge from twenty-
five to thirty Iarge blades or sbout forty
pen blades per hour. There is a pat-
tern and gauge furnished the forger for
each sort of blade, but the experienceod
workman rarely refers to cither; his ac-
curacy of eye and skill of hand being
suflicient guides to exactness. The
blades come from the hand of the smith
perfect in form, except the bevel of the
back intended to gmde engaging blades,
this bevel being formed by grinding.
The steel used in these fine blades is
Wardlow's (Englisly), or the best Amer-
ican make.

As they come from the forges the
blades are *chotled,” or filed to make a
nick between the blade and the tang,
Then the blades are tempered, having
received the trade-mark stamp on the
tang under a press. The hardening is
done in an ordinary coke fire, the
operator heating two at a time and
plunging them in cold water,
drawing o temper is also done over a
coke firee The blades are ground on
Shefield =and Nova Scolin stones,
sglazed” on emery wheels, honed or

“set.” and finally are polished on
wheels of walrus hide fed with rotien
stone.—Boston Ludgel.

Fowers moid-
ed a wax head of Drnke, and fashioned
a figure 10 maweh the bead.

For
nbout three ays the pecple talked of
this double Alexander Druke, and then | —
the secret got out that it was one of
Powers' frenks,

At another time Powers was at work
on s« wax bust of Thomas Jefferson.
There was a critic in Cincinnati in
those days named Simms, who bad in-
curred the digpleasure of Powers and
others. He was told one evemng that
the bust was completed, and was asked
to inspect it. It was in the days when
the only light was from tallow candles,
and as the room was dark he was given
a candle with which 1o make a close in-
spection of the bust. He began to com-
ment upon its uannatural appearance,
declaring that the color of the flesh was
not natural and so on. As he leaned
down for closer inspection the burning
candle was brought elose to the figure,
which suddenly dodged back, winked
its eye, and shouted: *Don't burn me."
It was Powers bimself.

A favorite trick of the artist, which
he often performed in the museum and
in public places, was made possible by
the long cloaks which it was the custom
to wear in those days. Anv one who
has seen the figures in a circus which
are short and squat one moment and
apparently ten feet high the-next will
understand the nature of the joke
Powers would gather his eloak apin his
hands and make himself apparently
about three feet in ‘weight, and as he
passed sround the museum he wouid
gradually become taller and taller untii
at lust, taking the collar of his cloak
and the rim of his hat in his hands, he
would shove them: far above his head
and make Himsolf appear very tall.  All
the time he would go peering around az
